Brooks said he could not, in good 
conscience defend the school budget 
at Town Meeting. “I will defend 
breaking of the cap for essential 
things,” he said, ‘but not if we are 
going to let it just swell and swell.” “I 
don’t think the committee has com- 
pleted its Work," he concluded. 

According to James Demos, 
however, it would be folly to cut the 
athletic account when “‘we have just 
posted the job for a new director and 
want to improve our services and 
programs.” Cuts, Demos said, should 
not occur until a new department 
head can provide direction.
